Many a chapel speaker, after be¬ 
ing introduced, has said some¬ 
thing like this, "My, what a 
beautiful campus you have."

Northwestern College was 
founded October 2,1902 by Wil¬ 
liam Bell Riley. It was not until 
1972, however, that NWC 
moved to its present campus in 
Roseville. The only two build¬ 
ings on the campus at that time 
were Nazareth and Riley Hall. 

Before being sold to NWC, our 
campus was a boys preparatory 
seminary for the Roman Catho¬ 
lic Church. Nazareth Hall, for 
example, was designed in the 
Romanesque architecture of 
Northern Italy. The inscription 
over the main entrance reads, 
"Come to me because my yoke is 
sweet and my burden is light." 
The chapel itself was construct¬ 


ed of materials from all over the 
world to show the universality 
of the church. The courtyards in 
both Nazareth and Riley were 
modeled after those in the Vati¬ 
can, 

The first building constructed 
by NWC was the Moyer resi¬ 
dence in 1973. Seven years later 
in 1930, the Berntsen/Hartill 
residences opened their doors. 
Then in 1982 to complete the 
present campus, the Torino Fine 
Arts Center was dedicated. 

With the construction for the 
new library beginning this year, 
we are witnessing one more mi¬ 
lestone in the history of NWC. 
We are catching a glimpse of 
what the future holds for our 
school. So, the next time some¬ 
one comments on the beauty of 
our school, think to yourself of 
where NWC has been and where 
it is going. Then you will sec the 
real beauty of Northwestern.

With an overall record of 10-16, the 1991-92 
Engle basketball team made significant 
improvement in the conference standings and 
in the national power ratings. Coming off a 5- 
7 conference record in 1990-91, the hoopsters 
improved to 8-4, good for a third place finish. 
The Eagles also played a very tough schedule, 
and despite losing six games by six points or 
less, they improved their power rating from 
4,3 to hS.8. Featuring an aggressive man-to¬ 
man defense and an up-tempo offense, the

Communism declared illegal in the U.S.S.R. 


1991 was a year of incredible 
and unimaginable events in the 
country of what was once called 
the U.S.S.R. Change took place 
at a dizzying pace — the eyes of 
the world turned to watch his¬ 
tory in the making. In August, 
a coup usurped Gorbachev's 
power and held him and his 
family prisoner in their vacation 
home. The eight hard-liners 
who mounted the three-day 
"putsch", however, could do 
little more than collapse under 
the weight of popular resistance. 
The communist party was then 
declared illegal, with its party 
headquarters padlocked and the 
KGB gutted and stripped of ^ 
its power. After five years 
of reform, said a shaken 
Gorbachev, "our 

people are different." ^""I 
So different that jr 

Middle East 
Peace Talks in 
Madrid 

The beginning of the three-day 
event in Madrid was inauspi¬ 
cious. Negotiators stared into 
space or glared at the table, 
refusing even to make eye 
contact. But it was the first time 
the leaders of Israel, Syria, 
Lebanon, Jordan and the 
Palestinians had met, And in the 
end, a Palestinian and an Israeli 
finally shook hands. For that 
moment at least there was 
forward motion in peace talks. 


Gorbachev's own power faded 
with the men who tried to oust 
him. The man of the moment 
was Boris Yeltsin, 

The dizzying pace of change 
produced more panic than joy as 
nine of the union's fifteen 
republics declared their indepen¬ 
dence. Questions of who would 
control the nuclear trigger and 
what would become of the 5,000 
warheads positioned in the 
republics now that they broke 
with Moscow', entered the minds 
of most international leaders. 

The concerns of the average 
citizen of the former U.S.S.R. 
were less cosmic, yet just as life 
and death. Lines for bread, 
cheese, milk and sausage at state- 
run stores grew longer. People 
hoped that Yeltsin would be a 
miracle worker, yet odds were 


A high point of the year came 
when Operation Desert Storm 
turned into a welcome home 
celebration. As 4,7 million 
people cheered and 87 tons of 
ticker tape cascaded, 24,000 
marchers hit New York's 
Broadway in the biggest victory 
celebration since World War II. 
Generals Colin Powell and 
Norman Schwarzkopf led the 
$4,8 million parade. 

In the midst of the victory 
celebration, however, there was 
a shadow of sorrow. Of the 
541,400 Americans who joined 
the battle, 293 died and 467 were 
wounded. A number of the 
American dead were killed by 
friendly fire. Operation Desert 
Storm cost the U.S. $61 billion. 


not in his favor. Ethnic discon¬ 
tent within the republics caused 
Yeltsin's proposals to be quite 
ineffective. His proposals to 
institute a free market economy 
would mean a period of higher 
prices for food staples, some¬ 
thing that the Russian people 
were unable to afford and 
unwilling to accept. Also, 
implications for foreign affairs 
were not as happy as they first 
seemed. Though the U.S, lost its 
prime enemy, the world lost a 
stabilizing counterbalance in 
international affairs, Now 
Yeltsin's power is also waning. 
History shows us that empires 
do not die tidy deaths - time 
will only tell what will happen 
in Russia and its surrounding 
republics. 


Even though Saddam Hussein 
was defeated, he left evidence ol 
his wrath as the wells in the 
Burgan oil fields continued to 
bum and the gulf gasped for life 
amidst the deliberate oil "spills' 1 . 
Fie also turned his rage on Iraq's 
own Kurdish and Shiite people. 
For the rest of the world, the war 
was over. Inside Iraq with 2,000 
refugees dying each day, it was 
just beginning. Even thought 
the U.S. and the 30 nations who 
joined them administered a 
crushing defeat in only 100 
hours, the lack of change in the 
Middle East undermines the 
accomplishment. As a Life 
magazine writer said, "There is 
no such thing as a short war, the 
human costs are always long 
lasting. 41

After almost five years of captivity, the last of the America hostages 
in Lebano n were released. (Terry A nd erson, Jesse T u rnor, Tom 
Sutherland, Alann Ste m t Joseph Cicippio.) The former captives 
shake memories of physical pain, mental anguish, and 
extraordinary human endurance. The men with strong 
religious affiliations relied heavily on their spiritual 
muscles. Others discovered a faith they never knew 
they had. It is not over, however, for everyone. Two 
German relief workers vanished in Lebanon in May 
1989, An Italian businessman was kid-napped in Beirut 
in September, 1985 but Shiites say he was killed, Israel 
also controls some 300 imprisoned Arabs.
